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VA Now Offers Grants 
For Buying 
“Wheelchair Homes” 


A boost of $5,000 in grant; 
for the purchase of “Wheel 
chair homes” by eligible dis- 
abled veterans is the second 
hike in this program in three 
years, the Veterans Adminis- 
tration reported today 

Wheeler Melton, Loan Guar- 
anty Officer, Montgomery VA 
Regional Office, said that eff 
ective July 10, when it was 
signed by the President, Public 
Law 92-34] authorized VA to 
pay fifty percent of the cost 
--up to a limit of $17,500 
toward the purchase of homes 
for veterans whose services 
connected disabilities caused 
‘hem to need wheelchair ramps, 
hand rails or other special 
features especially adapted to 
their needs. 

The grants were limited to 
$10,000 when the program was 
started in 1948, and were raised 
to $12,500 in June 1969. 

More than 12,000 veterans 
have received grants under the 
program during its 24 year his- 
tory, for a total of $12] million 
During fiscal year 1972, 564 
grants were made for a total 
of $6.9 million. 

Melton explained that the 
grants are provided to pay part 
of the costs of construction, 
purchase of remodeling of 
homes for these veterans. 

Not all disabled veterans are 
eligible for the grants, Melton 
explained. One example of a 
qualifying disability would be 
the loss of--or the loss of 
use of--legs, making it diffi- 
cult for the veteran to move 
around without braces, crut- 
ches, canes or a wheelchair. 

He noted the disability must 
be total and permanent and must 
be connected with military ser- 
vice.

Engleton Affair 


“THE GREAT AMERICAN 
TRAGEDY” A very real trag- 
edy that affects not only the 
national but the international 
political scene has just occured.

BUSSING 


Last week, the House Rules 
Committee voted to take the 


proposed anti-busing Constitu- 
tional Amendment away from 
the House Judiciary Committee 
and bring it to the House Floor 
for a vote. I strongly support 
the proposed amendment. 

The proposed amendment 
states that: “No public school 
student shall, because of his 
race, creed or color, be assig- 
ned to or required to attend a 
particular school.” This bill 
will prevent busing for racial 
balance. However, it may take 
perhaps as long as two years 
to bring about ratification of the 
anti-busing amendment. I be- 
lieve that it is, therefore, most 
urgent that the Rules Committee 
also discharge the President’s 
busing moratorium legislation 
from the Judiciary Committee 
and allow the House to work 
on that bill. The moratorium 
bill would have the immediate 
effect of stopping all action on 
forced busing until Congress 
can lay down school desegrega- 
tion guidelines for the courts. 

This Congress should not 
adjourn until it has enacted 
busing moratorium and guide- 
lines legislation, as well as 
approving a proposed Consti- 
tutional Amendment to ban 
forced busing to achieve racial 
balance. 

I will do all I can to help 
pass legislation that will take 
forced busing out of our school 
systems

Moral 
nature goes to sleep and the 
effort to bring it back is to 
say the least, hard. The mo- 
ment we begin to quit going 
forward, we begin to drift. As, 
long as the Christian rests on 
his oars--he is losing ground.; 
You may think at first that it’s 
all right to rest, but while you 
are resting Satan is busily at 
work. 

Drifting is characterized not 
only by little effort but it is 
a fast and fatal process. On 
the surface the drifter doesn’t 
realize that he is moving rapidly 
to an unhappy ending.

State Finds Private Schools 


Unqualified 


The State Department of fd 
ucation is finding a large num 


ber of private schools that have 


not as yet met all the qual 
ifications for approval that are 
required by the new state law 
(Act No. 878 of 1971). Some 
schools, perhaps due to neg 
ligence, have not taken action 
to amend the problem of non 
approval. It is to the schools’ 
advantage, as wellas the state’s 
to have a fully approved pro 
gram of training and study 

In order for a school to be 
operable, within the realm of 
Alabama state law, according to 
Dr. LeRoy Brown, State Super 
intendent of Hducation, the

school must publicly display 
a permit and license ina prom- 
inent place where it may eas 
ily be seen. If this is not done, 
the public should make further 
inquiry into the validity of the 
school 

The school should furnish 
certain information as to its 
authenticity and standards con- 
cerning courses, curriculum, 
and instruction,

in this state, or from a place 
of business in this state, whe- 
ther located within or outside 
this state, shall sell any course

The site covers approx 
imately 18 acres located about 
one om east of down town 
Birmingham, The sturctures of 
greatest significance are the 
two blast furnaces built in 1882 
ind 1883 The furnaces are 
set on a reinforced concrete 
wall 20 feet above ground level 
The furnace proper is 84 feet 
tall and ends at the level of 
the deck platform. The mech 
anism above the deck extends 
in additional 40 feet at the 
bleeder cap making the over 
ill height from ground level 
144 feet 

rhe furnace is lined with 27 
inches of fire brick inside the 
steel enclosures and has 305 
copper cooling plates at regu 
larly spaced intervals ~in the 
brick lining The furnaces 
have 10 water cooled tuyeres 
where the blast entered the fur 
nace to provide oxygen. Al 
though the furnaces have been 
modified several times, much 
of the original from 1882 still 
remains 

W. Warner Floyd, Execu 
tive Director of the Historical 
Commission said Jackson used 
Fort Strother as a base, pack- 
ing supplies there before setting 
out on a series of encounters 
with” the Indians He fought 
them at Tallaseehatchee, Talla 
dega, Emuckfau, and Enitaco 
peo. He broke their strength 
for good in the battle of Horse- 
shoe Bend on March 27, 1814 
With the defeat of the Creeks, 
Jackson and his men cleared 
some 23 million acres in the 
southeast for development by 
American settlers. 

Jackson went on to _polit- 
“ical prominence and the presi- 
dency. Others who were quar- 
tered at Ft. Strother, including 
Davy Crockett and Sam Houston 
also went on to other political 
and military recognition 

Today, a stone marker set 
up in 1913 by the Daughters 
of the American Revolution is 
the only mark where Ft. Stro- 
ther stood above a bend in the

Proper use of your home 
freezer can save you time and 
energy and provide family with 
fresh fruits and vegetables all 
year long. 

If your freezer is used in 
telligently and with a plan in 
mind, it can save many hours 
of work in the preparation of 
food. And freezing captures 
the vine or tree ripened flavor 
of fruits and vegetables. Free- 
zing also retains bright color 
and texture as well as any other 
method of preservation 

Freezing is so easy. Whole 
fruits, fruit juices and purees 
are very easy to pack for year- 
round use in desserts, salads, 
cold drinks, puddings, ice 
cream and ice cream toppings. 

I'd like to suggest freezing 
in season fruits now and taking 
them out to make jelly and jam 
in midwinter. This frees you 
from extra homemaking chores 
during the busy summer 
months. 

Freezing is especially good 
for those favorite vegetables 
which are in season for only 
a short time. 

Plan your freezing program 
and process foods properly to 
be sure they will be fresh and 
tasty when you take them out 
of your freezer. All goods to 
be frozen need to be packaged 
in moisture - and vapor-proof 
freezer materials Also, re- 
member to carefully consider 
the needs of your family and 
the availability of the various 
fruits and vegetables before 
overstocking your freezer. 


Vegetables are still on the 
plentiful list. Plan touse vege- 
tables while they are in best 
supply. To get the most vita- 
mins for your vegetable dollar, 
remember these tips: *You 
get several times as much vita- 
min A value from bright-orange 
mature carrots as from pale- 
colored, young ones. *Choose 
deep-orange varieties of sweet- 
potatoes for highest vitamin 
A value. *The dark-green 
leaves of leafy vegetables are 
richer in nutrients than the 
light-green leaves. *Peppers 
are high in vitamins A and C. 
*Make full use of vine-ripened 
tomatoes that ripen on the vine 
out-of-doors in summer sun- 
light aretwice as richin vitamin 
C as those grown in the green- 
house in winter.

A serving of fishis generally 
one-third to one-half pound of 
edible fish. Therefore, for 
whole fish allow about 1 pound 
per person. For dressed fish 
allow one-half pound per per- 
son or 3 pounds for six people. 
For sticks, fillets, or portions, 
allow one-third pound per per- 
son or 2 pounds for 6 people. 

Because fish, like many 
others food products, will spoil 
easily if you do not handle with 
care, certain procedures must 
be followed. (1) Before stor- 
ing in the coldest part of the 
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refrigerator, wash the fish in 
cold running water and dry 
with absorbent paper toweling. 
(2) Wrap the fish in a moisture 
vapor-proof paper; or, place 
in an airtight, rigid container. 
By following these procedures, 
the fish will retain a maximal 
moisture level, and the odor 
of the fish will not be trans- 
ferred to other refrigerated 
foods.

with SBA guaranteeing up to 
90% of the loan, Under SBA’s 
guaranty loan plan, the amount 
of the bank’s participation is 
not charged against its legal 
lending limit and the bank can 
borrow from the Federal Re- 
serve Bank against this guar- 
anty. SBA loans provide long- 
term financing - up to 15 years 
for construction loans and upto 
6 years for working capital. 
Brunson said that the Small

Coffee County is one of five 
counties in the State of Alabama 
Division, those of the Probate 
Office are probably more 
tedious than those of other areas 
of the Courthouse 

The jurisdiction of the Pro 
bate Court encompasses much 
more than the average citizen 
would normally believe. The 
total land area covered by the 
Elba Court Division is approx 
imately 395 square miles as 
compared to about 275 square 
miles covered by the Enterprise 
Court Division 

The Probate Judge 1s re 
sponsible for recording mort 
gages, deeds, financing state 
ments, bills of sale, judgments, 
bonds, marriages, probate 
dockets and assignments of 
mortgages 

Probate Judge James | 
Sawyer presides over legal 
matters which come under the 
jurisdiction of the Probate 
Court. Some examples are 
Probate Wills - these are not 
recorded until after a person's 
death. Under Probate Wills 
comes “Grants of Letters,” 
which refer to: Letters Testa 
mentary - this is a formal let- 
ter giving a designated person 
authority to do’ with the 
decedent's estate according to 
the wishes of the Will. 

Letters of Administration - 
This is granted to a designated 
person if no Will has beer 
written by the decedent, so that 
the appointed person may ad- 
minister the estate in order 
that it will be distributed equally 
among the heirs 

Letters of Guardianship - These 
letters refer to minors and the 
insane and are usually filed by 
a lawyer who submits a petition 
to Probate Court. There, some 
person, usually a relative, as- 
sumes the responsibility forthe 
person’s legal matters. He must 
keep an account of the amount 
of money coming to the indivi- 
dual and the amount spent and 
report to Probate Court every 
three years. 

Other matters under the juris- 
diction of the Probate Courtare 
adoptions, lunacy hearings and 
condemnation hearings. 

During election time, the 
Probate Office takes the re- 
sponsibility for handling voter 
registration lists, paper and 
ballots. The Probate Judge ord- 
ers the ballots to be printed 
and must check them for cor- 
rectness. 

The Probate Judge, Sheriff, 
and Circuit Clerk serve as a 
board for appointing election 
managers and as a board for 
examining election returns in 
general or special elections. 
In these elections the Board 
appoints six election officials 
for beats without a voting ma- 
chine and four officials for beats 
with voting machines. 

In primary elections, the 
Board must appoint the election 
officials from a list nominated 
by the County Executive Com- 
mittee of the party holding the 
primary. If those nominated 
are qualified voters ofthat beat, 
appointment is mandatory. 

In primary elections, the 
County Executive Committee, 
rather than the Board, serves 
as a board of supervisors for 
examining election returns

“Bad Guy” on Trial 


Investigating the forgery of sey- 
eral checks, police uncovered 
enough evidence to bring a cor- 
poration official to trial. But they 
also discovered something else: 
he had been living with another 
man’s wife, 

Could this evidence be used 
against him in court? The judge 
said no, because it could easily 
turn the defendant into a “bad 
guy” in the minds of the jurors, 

“The deep tendency of human 
nature,” warned the judge, “‘is to 
finish not because (the defend- 
ant) is guilty but because he is 
a bad man and may as well 
be condemned now that he is 
caught,” 


This is why evidence of bad 
character usually cannot be used 
against the defendant in a crime 
inal trial, Unless it has a direet 
bearing on the issues in the case, 
it is considered too inflammatory 
Aw be trusted,

fendant tries to prove that his 
character is good, that “opens the 
door” to rebuttal by the prosecu- 
tion. For example: 

A woman was accused of the 
fatal shooting of her husband, 
During the trial, she took the wit- 
ness stand and swore she had al- 
ways been a loyal wife to the de- 


_ ceased, 


But two men were promptly 
summoned by the prosecution to 
give testimony about her extra- 
marital escapades. The court held 
that their evidence was admissible, 
since she had already opened the 
subject by claiming to be virtuous. 

What about proof by the de- 
fendant that his viesim was a “bad 
guy’? In a murder case, the de- 
fendant tried to bring in evidence 
that the man he had allegedly 
killed was a rogue and a trouble- 
maker, He said he wanted to 
prove that the man’s death was no 
great loss. 

But the court refused to allow 
this evidence, because it had noth- 
ing to do with the question of 
guilt or innocence. 

“It is just as serious in the eyes 
of the law,” said the court, “to 
murder a bad man as a good 
man.”

BEEF CATTLE OUTLOOK 


I talked by phone to Dr. 
J. W. Gossett, our animal 
science specialist at Auburn, 
about the beef cattle business. 
I had written him several days 
prior to calling for information 
on grazing stocker cattle this 
fall and winter. Dr. Gossett 
did not answer all of my ques- 
tions, but he made the following 
points. (1) He expects a strong 
demand and relatively high 
prices for beef cattle for sey- 
eral years. (2) According to 
him, prices will move up and 
down some, but barring a de- 
pression there will be an ex- 
ceptionally strong demand for 
beef in the years ahead. (3) 
Twenty years ago when we had 
a temporary shortage of beef, 
we could put more cattle on 
feed. However, at the present 
time most cattle are going into 
the feedlot and we do not have 
this reservoir of cattle toplace 
in the feedlot. (4) Cattle pro- 
ducers could produce more beef 
by feeding to heavier weights, 
but it costs more to put 100 
pounds on a steer after he has 
reached 1100 pounds’ than it 
would on a 900-pound steer. 
(5) To increase production sub- 
stantially producers will have to 
go back to the farm with addi- 
tional heifers and increase the 
numbers. 

For folks who are going to 
plant winter grazing and graze, 
Dr. Gossett suggests that pro- 
ducers buy heavier calves this 
year than usual. The price 
is lower and this extra weight 
should sell good next spring.
